Under the coaching of the shrewd 
Dave McLaren, South overcame an 
uncertain start to the season to emerge 
towards the end of the first round as one 
of the obvious class combinations.

Newcastle KB United became the first club in the Philips League to introduce 
the Golden Goal competition. 

It came into operation at our last home game and a lucky spectator received 
the $100 prize for winning. This type of competition is relatively new to Australia 
but has been used for some time in England. 

The game is divided into five second segments and each person who buys a 
ticket buys one of these segments. With two "Time ON” segments for any time 
added at the end of each half, it means there are 1082 segments to he sold for each 
match. 

An official time-keeper will keep a stopwatch on the match and when the referee 
signals the first goal of the game, the watch will be stopped and the time recorded. 
The person holding the ticket with the time nearest to when the goal was scored 
will collect the cash. 

If the goal was scored at 22 minutes and 18 seconds, the winner would be the 
holder of ticket marked 22 min 20 sec. 

In the event of a scoreless draw, the prize will jackpot for the next home game. 

This system replaces the old doubles sales and by the response it received at the 
Wests game, it could prove very popular.
